The traveler’who should seek to cross 
from the soutbern plaids of Russia 
over Into Persia or Arab-a by the land 

* between the Cnaplkn aqd the Black 
seas would find himself confronted by 
a sight which for gloom and terror has 
hardly any equal in the world, writes 
W. B. Hodgson la the C| 0 ndon News. 
Rising sheer from the vast arid plain, 

< like a great foam crested billow about 
to break on a desolate Isjach, a billow 
10,000 feet high and 800 miles long, the 
■ snow capped Caucasus stretches across 
from sea to sea with a dreadful, threat¬ 
ening, savage majesty of mien. 

Its peaks are not so high as many of 
the Alps, It has not the projecting 
spurs and isolated, craggy heights 
w hose groupings give new and beauti¬ 
ful views at every step. Jt ts Just an 
' immense mountain chain* jan unbroken 
fold or crease ou the earth’s surface. 
Though the Alps have higher peaks the 
lowest pass across the Caucasus is 
nearly double the height of the Alpine 
crossing places. The Caucasus has no 
lakes, only turbid, muddy rivers flow¬ 
ing from the tee fields of its central 
ridge. Even these are mining In the 
easfi where the ridge lowers toward 
the Caspian. .. 

But the terror and desolation of the 
Caucasus forever kept apart the peo¬ 
ples to the north and sduth. On the 
one hand civilizations rose and fell— 
the Babylonian, the Assyrian, the 
Greek, the Egyptian, the Roman, the 
republics of the middle ages—but to 
the north the great plains were ever in¬ 
habited by the wild, lawless nomads. 
And so from the very beginnings of 
time the Causes us has stayed the hu¬ 
man tide, and, as conquering races 
swept all before them below, the weak, 
the peaceable, -the unfit, have been 
driven higher and higher into inaccessi¬ 
ble gorges and wild, bog covered val¬ 
leys. 

A strange mixture of races, dating 
back from lmmemorable aatiqjplty, has 
been washed up like shrf on to the 
slopes of these giant mountains. The 
TJd, the Kurin, the Avar,’ the Tush, be¬ 
long to races that perished before Eu¬ 
rope wa8 discovered. Seven languages 
are spoken In the Caucasus, each unin¬ 
telligible to the tribes using the rest 
Borne of them are related to the early 
tongues of Europe; others have no 
known affinities and seem to be among 
the languages of Babel that did not 
“catch dm” 

Here amid those mountains we have 
the ghosts of ancient peoples who have 
gone under In the world struggle. 
There may well be tribesmen here 
whose ancestor was driven high by the 
flood and settled witl^n sight of Ara¬ 
rat and his cousin, Noah. There are 
still tribes who array (themselves in 
helmets and chain arxUor and carry 
spears like those of 3,000 years ago. 
Others hare strange ritual practices 
that have come down from the dawn 
of the world, mingling their pagan rites 
with worship of the “Christ God” and 
the angels of the river, :the forest and 
the mountain. They have blood feuds 
which gd qn for generations, like those 
of Corsica In tb? pa$t. | 

. It is a mistake to suppose that Rus¬ 
sia took the Caucasus! by a general 
warlike movement, ^fiere was no. 
need. Divided by rellgiou into Chris¬ 
tians, Mohammedgns a£d pagans, di¬ 
vided by langaagUs'whjeh made them 
mutually unintelligiblpj the tribes of 
this strange muse am ojr bygone races 
could take no unit id action. 

* Throughout .the 1 rat tijree-iiu&rtets of 
the nineteen^ cen :Ury Russia was em¬ 
ployed In absbrbin j the Caucasus piece 
by piece. OUly t to ofi the Caucasian 
races made nnytiilng like strong re¬ 
sistance. In (the ast U Mohammedan 
prophet, Shamyl of tne Avajr stock, 
which Overran a ireat part,of Europe 
in tbe seventh ce lturyj ana was only 
finally conquered >y Cbarlemague, led 
the Leeghians of Daghestan in a liti¬ 
gious war against Russia. Crafty, daring 
and fertile lu Jresouj-ee, occupying 

slopes cut iby Impassable 
'vas believed by his 
followers to have i charmed life. Only 
when the Russian i built forts and mili¬ 
tary roads and gi adually inclosed him 
at enormous exp< nse did Shamyl sur¬ 
render at his caa le ot Gunib In 1859. 
He passed some yeass of honorable 
captivity near M iscow? and was then 
allowed, as a devout Mohammedan, to 
end his days in p4kce tit Mecca.
